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Dr. Hornaday Sees Paul Halnoy A 
the Arctic Animals. 

CJi.iSN Covrc, Sept. 7— Dr. W. T. Horna- 
day of the Zoological Gardens in New York 
city came here to-day to visit Paul J. 
Barney of New York, who with Harry 

Whitney of New Haven, Conn., has just 

returned from a hunting trip to the Arctic 
regions. The steamer Beothio, on which 
the trip was made, arrived here last night. 
She goes to-day to City Island, where her 
cargo, including a number of Arctic ani- 
mals, will be unloaded. 

A herd of six musk oxen is to go to l.he 
zoo, and Dr. Hornaday says it is the most 
valuable gift yet made to that institution. 
There is already one musk ox in the zoo 
and it is valued at $2,000. Two polar bears 
and two walruses captured by the hunters 
will also be presented to the 200. One of 
the bears weighs 800 pounds and is said 
to be the largest in captivity. 

I'i\ Hornaday says that the walruses 
will have to have a steady diet of darns 
and fish before they can be got into good 
shape after their travels.
